Damascus Denies 
Rumors King Saud 
Offers to Mediate

WASHINGTON (LR) — Tur­ 
key and Syria have accepted 
Saudi Arabian King Saud’s of­ 
fer to mediate their dispute, 
rii'Momatir quarters disclosed 
today.

The Middle East crisis eased to­ 
day despite a new rash of propa­ 
ganda 
charges 
by 
Moscow 
and 
weekend warnings by Syrian lead­ 
ers that Turkey had sent three di­ 
visions and 800 tanks to the Iron 
tier. 
The nations involved appeared 
willing to let things slide until the 
United Nations begins a formal de­ 
bate Tuesday or Wednesday on 
Syrian charges that Turkey, back­ 
ed by the United States, plans to 
attack. 
There were rumors in London 
that King Saud of Saudi Arabia 
had offered to mediate the dispute. 
This was denied in Damascus and 
observers noted that such an offer 
probably would have to await the 
U. N. debate. 
Pra\da, the official organ of the 
Soviet Communist Party, kept the 
crisis simmering today by hinting 
that United States 6th Fleet planes 
had flown over Syria at high alti­ 
tude. 


Istanbul and Damascus Quiet 


Pravada quoted Syrian Chief of 
Staff Afif Bizri in an interview as 
saying such high altitude flights 
had increased. 
“We consider that these planes 
fly not from Turkish airfields but 
possibly 
from American 
aircraft 
carriers,” Pravda quoted Bizri. 


United Press correspondent Rus­ 
sell Jones in Istanbul and Peter 
Webb in Damascus reported both 
cities quiet on the surface despite 
the recent war talk and acting

Russian spending. 
Saturday's rocket soared 1.000 
feet on its first stage, but the sec­ 
ond stage disappeared. 
The rock­ 
eteers so fat have been confined 
t^ recording their projectiles on 
still camera film, but plan to use 
a movie camera on the next shot.

NEW YORK IP—New York gave 
Queen Elizabeth the biggest, warm- 
I est reception of her American tour 
today, 
it showered her with rain­ 
bow hued ticker-tape as she rode 
up Broadway and feted her at a 
sumptuous official luncheon. 
From the moment the monarch 
stepped off her private tram on 
Staten Island for a 15-hour round 
of ceremonies, speeches, and en­ 
tertainments. New Yorkers cheer­ 
ed her as though she were their 
own. 


The last day of her 10-day visit 
to Canada and the United State* 
a ppeared to be the best. Even the 
I weather cooperated. 
Police 
Commissioner 
Stephen 
Kennedy >aid more than 650,000 
persons cheered her from the curb­ 
side as she made a triumphant pro­ 
gress by car from the Battery to 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 
The Broadway parade, the re­ 
ception by Mayor Robert F. Wag­ 
ner at City Hall, and her arrival 
at the Waldorf-Astoria for a lunch­ 
eon given by the mayor went off 
in a sunny swirl of colorful con­ 
fetti and tape 
and spontaneous 
cheers of “ Hi, 
Liz!” and “god 
save the Queen.” 
Pickets Mar Reception 
Only a group of 20 Irish-Ameri- 
can pickets protesting the British 
“ occupation” of Ireland 
marred 
the holiday atmosphere. They pa­ 
raded near the Waldorf, but the 
Queen did not see them. 
Even the Queen seemed surpris­ 
ed by the enthusiasm of her Amer­ 
ican cousins. "Goodness, goodness, 
g o o d n e s s ! " she exclaimed to 
Prince Philip, whose own descrip­ 
tion was. "It’s overwhelming.” 
It was the biggest celebrity re­ 
ception here since Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur returned from Japan. 
Curbside crowds of hundreds of 
thousands cheered the 31-year-old 
monarch and her consort Prince 
Philip as their royal motorcade 
moved slowly in brilliant sunshine 
from the Battery to City Hall.

Editorial - BY B R IT E BIOSS AT 
The Russians would be totally 
out of character if they did not 
attem pt to gain m axim um propa­ 
ganda value from their success in 
probing outer space. 
They 
are 
crowing loudly,

g rea t natural forces involved. 
The worst aspect of this is that 
the Kremlin obviously 
seeks to 
capitalize on its scientific triumph 
to bulldoze the free world into ac­ 
cepting its disarm am ent proposals 
Using “ Sputnik” as a kind of 
club, the Russians w ant to fright 
en tremulous neutrals and even 
sturdy anti-Communist peoples in 
to submission. 
To com bat this effort gives to 
the United States 
and its firm 
friends perhaps the most h azard ­ 
ous diplomatic task they have had 
since the close of World War ll 
For what has dazzled the world 
is not only that the Soviet Union 
has catapulted into space a spin 
ning object able to resist the pull 
of the earth. 
It is that by doing 
to they have revealed capabilities 
heretofore merely claimed or hint 
cd at. 
But we must not forget, and we 
m u st not allow' our friends and the 
neutral nations to forget, that the 
United States has not—as a corol­ 
lary of Russian success—lost its 
own capabilities. 
We still have a huge and varied 
arsenal of atomic and hydrogen 
weapons and the ability to deliver 
these to the enemy. 
So long as 
we can put one hydrogen bomb 
over the Soviet Union, we have 
the capacity to render another war 
an unbearable holocaust for the 
Russian people. 
The e\ idence 
at this moment 
suggests that we are trailing Kus 
sia in the development of long 
ran g e guided missiles which could 
deliver nuclear w arheads. 
But the 
race is not over. Just as the Soviet 
Union learned tile secret of nu 
clear weapons after we had jum p 
ed into a huge lead, so we can re 
dress the balance in the missile 
field. 
Our great nuclear arsenal plus 
the prospect of success in the mis 
silo and satellite field -hould give 
us confidence, though plainly there 
no longer i 
room 
for smugness 
and complacency 
Neither we nor our friends should 
be panicked into submitting totally 
or one b> one to Russia. 
W ar is 
ju>t as unthinkable for both sides 
today as it wa* before “ Sputnik” 
was launched. 
So long as this is so, our resolve 
to hold out for peace with justice 
for the great bulk of m ankind in 
tho free world should not crum ble 
We have no reason to yield rn 
fear

Deaths by Flu, 
omplications 
Climb to 205 


New York Highest 
W ith 54; Fatalities 
Hit In 16 States 


By United Press 
The death toll irom flu and its 
complications climbed beyond the 
200 mark and health officials step- 
ped up their campaign to inoculate 
the public against the disease. 


A United Press tally showed 205 
deaths directly or indirectly caus- j 
ed by the flu since last summer 
when the Asian virus first broke 
out in the United States. 


The ailm ent hit hardest in New 
York with 54 deaths, followed by 
Pennsylvania 
with 
37, 
Louisiana 
21 and California 20. 


In all, 16 states have reported 
flu fatalities, many of them occur­ 
ring in the past week. 
The N a­ 
tional Health Service in Washing 
ton reported more than 1,500.000 
persons have been stricken with 
the flu so far, and that the Asian 
virus has appeared in all sections 
of the nation. 


Other states reporting flu deaths 
were Michigan 17, Illinois IO, Ohio, 
Utah and Wisconsin 7 each, Colo­ 
rado 5, New Jersey and Iowa 3 
each, and Oklahoma, Oregon and 
Indiana I each. 
The Territory of 
Hawaii recorded 9 deaths and the 
District of Columbia I 
Lethal outbreaks of the flu con­ 
tinued in schools for the mentally 
retarded in Pennsylvania and Illi­ 
nois. 
A 4 - y e a r old girl became the 
ninth flu victim at the Pennhurst 
State School at Spring City, Pa 
The girl died Saturday night. 
School 
officials 
at 
Pcnnhur-t 
said 180 persons, including 70 at­ 
tendants. w ere bedded down with 
the flu, with three patient,-- on the 
critical list. 
Many Hospitalized 
At the Dixon, 111 . State School 
for the Mentally Retarded, where 
seven persons have died from the 
flu, officials reported 1,147 bed pa 
tients.

of them 
in 
critical 
condition. 
The outbreak was con 
firmed as Asian Flu, and inocula­ 
tions 
were

by- 
teams of physicians. 
A U niversity of Chicago labora­ 
tory disclosed that Asian Flu virus 
has been found in infants. 
The 
laboratory said 
the Asian 
strain 
was found in tests on 16 babies, 
the youngest six w eeks old 
Health officials urged the public 
to take advantage of Asian Flu in­ 
oculations as a precaution against 
the disease.
